Fairbanks, Alaska, May 11.—The grip 
' of winter which has held Alaska's 
water course closed to navigation sin*** 
last fall was broken yesterduy, when 
the Ice went out In the C’hena river at 
Fairbanks, in the Yukon river at Daw¬ 
son, and In the Idilarod river In western 
Alaska. 

At Fairbanks the Ice broke at 4.50 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, huge cakes 
going down stream with a rush before 
the spring current. The Ice went out 
at Dawson at 9.11 a. m.. and at Iditarod 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
entire Turner street bridge at Fair¬ 
banks was carried away, the huge 
pilings being snapped off like tooth¬ 
picks, but otherwise there was little 
damage along the waterfront, the loss 
aside from the bridge being estimated 
at 1300. Destruction of at least one 
span of the bridge Is a yearly occur-1 
renoe and preparations are always 
made in advance to rebuild It prompt- i 
ly. Although the damage caused by 
the breakup was not great, the danger 
of financial loss from this source Is not 
over, ns the Ice is piling up on a shoal 
down stream and It Is feared the Jam 
may cause a flood before midnight. 
Men with dynamite are working to 
break the Jam so as to relieve the pres¬ 
sure of the rising river.

For many years the fiscal policy of 
Canada has .been designed largely In 
the interests of the industrial centres 
of the East. As we have observed on 
several occasions, this was not unna¬ 
tural In view of the greater settlement 
and development of the older provinces. 
Previous to 1896 very little attention 
was devoted to the West by the feder¬ 
al government. Its lands were locked 
up In railway reserves, and settlement 
and development virtually were at a 
standstill. A change then came over 
the situation. The railroad companies 
were compelled to select their lands 
and the rest of the vast domain was 
thrown open to settlement. Home¬ 
steaders entered by the thousands and 
tens of thousands, while immigration 
generally reached an enormous volume. 
The population jumped from a few 
hundred thousand to a million and a 
half, creating a large and profitable 
market for the products of the manu¬ 
facturing centres, whose factories 
quadrupled their capacity. 

The West thus was transformed 
from a poor relation Into an Important 
member of the family. It no longer Is 
a negligible wilderness, but In resour¬ 
ces, production and population a very 
considerable factor In the country's 
prosperity. Its importance, then, should 
be more largely represented In the fls- 
Ical policy of the Dominion. The bur- 
Idens which handicap its further pro¬ 
gress should be reduced, not Increased. 
Yet If we follow closely the Hansard 
reports of the proceedings of parlia¬ 
ment we will be struck with the clear¬ 
ly defined Intention of the present gov- ! 
ernment not only to continue the policy , 
of according special consideration to 
the East at the expense of the West j 
but actually to extend it.

Portlnnd, Ore., May 11.—That the 
lumber of steamers which will come I 
to the coast from Europe via Panama !

He 
said on Saturday morning that the 
opening <>f the canal would not ma¬ 
terially Increase the imports to this 
coast, and the steamers now In ser¬ 
vice did not handle any great amount 
of traffic. 

“The owners," said Mr. Houser, “are 
not going to send their steamers here 
in ballast and I do not look for many- 
more vessels of that type to be sent 
in this direction on the opening of the 
canal. Consequently I look for sail¬ 
ing vessels still to be In demand for 
carrying grain to the United Kingdom. 
At this time It appears that 30s for 
sailers and 32s for steamers will be 
about the ruling rates for transport¬ 
ing grain from the Pacific Northwest 
to the European markets. When the 
matter of tolls is taken into consider¬ 
ation it will be found that steam ton¬ 
nage through the canal will not re¬ 
duce the freight charges to any great 
extent.” 

As yet there have been no tramp 
steamers chartered to load wheat at 
Portland or on the Sound for the Uni¬ 
ted Kingdom.

TO-DAY IN CANADIAN 
HISTORY 


William Pitt. Earl of Chatham, the 
[great British statesman wiwse genius 
was so largely responsible for the con¬ 
quest of Canada from the French, died 
136 year* ago to-day, May 11, 177H. A 
j little over a month before, although 
dangerously 111. ho had visited the 
j house to attack the policy of the min¬ 
isters In regurd to the colonies. At the 
completion of the speech he fainted 
| and was carried out of the house, and 
later removed to his country seat In 
Kent, where he died. Perhaps Pitt’s 
accession to power In England was the 
greatest single factor leading to the 
triumph over the French and the cap- j 
ture of a continent. England's future 
had rarely looked darker than w-hen 
Pitt took charge. He had a talent for 
choosing men to carry out tasks that 
ha* rarely been equalled, and he soon 
tired of the blundering leader* whom 
he found In command of England’s 
army any navy. "Pitt had not only an 
unequalled genius for selecting the men 
most capable of serving him,” says A- 
G. Bradley, "but the courageous con¬ 
tempt for bad traditions which enabled 
him so successfully to exerctfle It. He 
had also. al>ove all English statesmen, 
the power of Inspiring every man whom 
he called to his aid with his own In¬ 
domitable spirit.” Amherst, then a 
colonel serving In Germany, lie placed 
in churge of the army to be sen! 
against Loulsburg and Quebec. With 
Amherst were three brigadiers—Laur¬ 
ence. Whitmore and Wolfe. The latter 
had attracted the attention of Pitt 
some time before, and. when a serious 
task was to he undertaken, Pitt disre¬ 
garded precedent and, passing over en¬ 
tire columns of the army list, decided 
on Wolfe. All CanudluBs -and, for that 
matter, all the world—Know' how well 
Wolfe fulfilled the trust placed In him. 
Pitt, foreseeing the American revolu¬ 
tion. long urged the adoption of con¬ 
ciliatory measures In the treatment of 
the colonies, but his warnings were 
disregarded, and he lived to see the 
colonies declare their Independence and 
sustain their declaration by making 
war on the mother country.
